F OR preventing of any future diſorders in any pub- 
lick aſſembly in the univerſity, it is upon good 


conſideration and reſolution ordered and decreed by 
Mr. vice-chancellor, and the heads of the colleges, that 
whoſoever ſhall hereafter be found in any publick aſſem- 
- bly to commit any offenſive and riotous action, or to 


be a partaker, counſeller, or inciter thereof, ſhall (if he 
be convinced to be a principal offender before Mr. vice- 
chancellor and the more of the heads then at home) be 
baniſhed the univerſity. if offending in lower degree,
